Claim 7, line 1 "A non-transitory medium storing" right before the word "an" has 
been inserted. 

Claim 9, line 1 "A non-transitory medium storing" right before the word "an" has 
been inserted.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 - 1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1 , the present invention comprises a generating device for 
generating a plurality of contents group information based on the correlation 

information, each of the contents group information including identification information 
for identifying a relationship between the unit information and the content and type 
information. 

The closest prior art, Hirayama et al (US 6, 128, 434) discloses management 
information but fails to anticipate or render the above limitations obvious. 
Claim 4 is allowable for the same reason stated above. 
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Claim 7 is allowable for the same reason stated above. 

Claims 2 - 3, 9 and 1 1 depend on claim 1 . Claims 5-6 depend on claim 4. 
Claim 8 and 10 depend on claim 7.
